REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's amendment to the specification of 4/22/10 is entered. It is clear that the 

amendment is simply correcting the language to use more appropriate English than was provided 

by the original specification's translation. 

Applicant's amendments to Claims 7-18 are entered. It is clear that each amendment is 

possessed, and overcomes the rejections, while removing the problems with the English 

translation of the subject matter previously-claimed, which also removed the problems with the 

rejections. 

To wit, all previous rejections are overcome and hereby withdrawn due to the 
amendments. 

Moreover, the claims are allowable as they are all commensurate with the contributions 
to the Art orginally made. To wit, as shown in the Action of 12/22/09, there is no real 
information in the Art to demonstrate with reasonable expectation of success that wavelengths 
would remove the specific diameters of single-walled nanotubes in each case of independent 
claim. Moreover, there is no art to anticipate the same. Further, the interpretation of the claims 
should be realized to be limited to single-wavelengths, not multiple wavelengths, as the claims 
state and the prosecution history shows such. The advancement to the Art then is also 
commensurate with the claimed inventions. Hence, the claims are properly allowable. 

Claims 7-18 are allowed.
